Cooperation on the part of 
Postal Inspector Kevin O'Brien, . 
Lake-County MEG;(Municipal 
Enforcement Group, a multi- 
jurisdictional task force that 
concentrates on drugs, gangs 
and weapons offenses) and the 
Antioch Police Department led 
to the arrest of two women, 
Tarnmy.Glauser,40, of Antioch, 
and Diane Gonzalez, 37, of 
Lake Villa, both of whom 
allegedly tried to receive drugs 
shipped from California. 

On April 26, O'Brien inter- 
cepted a package shipped 
from San Bernardino, Calif., 
and heading for the Antioch 
Post Office that contained' 12 
grams of crystal metham- 
phetamine. He contacted 
MEG and Deputy Director 
Mark Rasmussen contacted 



the Antioch Police 
Department to help coordi- 
nate the investigation. 

Due to the nature of the 
investigation, Rasmussen 
was tight with details but said 
Investigative leads enabled 
authorities to identify the 
intended recipients, and to 
allow for a controlled deliv- 
ery and the subsequent 
arrests. 

Glauser was arrested at 
the Antioch Post Office at 
noon on April 27, and 
Gonzalez at 3 p.m. on the 
same day. Though the arrests 
. were made separately, both 
women allegedly attempted 
to collect the package con- 
taining the drugs. 

"They both came to take 

possession of the drugs, and 

they both were, arrested," 

Rasmussen said. 

. Antioch Police Department 



detectives Sgt Craig SomerviUe 
and Daryl Youngs assisted MEG 
by setting up surveillance at the 
post office arid the homes of the 
suspected recipients. "We were 
happy to have been part of the 
effort that led to these arrests," 
SomerviUe said. 

According to Rasmussen, 
Glauser and Gonzalez were 
each charged with one count 
of unlawful possession of 
methamphetamine, a class 3 
felony, and Unlawful posses- 
sion of a controlled substance 
with intent to deliver, a class 2 
felony. If convicted, a class 2 
felony carries a sentence of 
three to seven years; a class 3 
felony carries a sentence of 
two to five years. 

Antioch Police Chief 
Chuck Fagan said, "This is a 
great example of how agen- 
cies can come -together and 
work for the common good."

Heidi Ekstrom docs 
not look like a 
person who 
would be "that kid 
on every playground who's 
always chosen last." 

She's slender, blond and 
pretty. She looks like every- 
one's Idea of a popular kid. 

Still, she understands 
the pain of being the one left 
out, the one verbally tor- 
mented and teased and the 
one assaulted with subtle 
pushes and kicks that mas- 
querade as horseplay. 

"My sister has a learning 
disability," Ekstrom told the 
assemblies of seventh- 
graders at Palombi Middle 
School. "She was teased, but 
some girls who saw this told 
a teacher and they helped 
stop it." 

Ekstrom said she, too, 
was a victim of the kind of 
subtle bullying exemplified 
in movies such as "Mean 
Girls": the subtle emotional 
abuse of exclusion, teasing 
and gossip, often coupled 
with pushing, shoving and 
tripping. 

The beauty queen is on 
the road, taking a message 
about violence prevention 
and anti-bullying to school- 
children in the northeastern 
part of the state, as part of 
her platform as Miss N.E. 
Suburbs. 

She said the youth vio- 
lence prevention platform 
was one prescribed by the 
Illinois scholarship pageant 
program. 

Andrea Fritz, Miss 
Illinois 2003, made a similar 
presentation in December at 
Pleviak Elementary School. 

Ekstrom, 21, graduated 
from Mundelein High 
School in 2001, and now 
attends Columbia College as 



a photography major. She 
was crowned in March, and 
will be competing for the 
title of Miss Illinois in June. 
The winner of the Miss 
Illinois title will go on to 
compete at the Miss 
America pageant in 
September. 

Although her crown 
attracted some attention 
from the seventh-graders, 
they paid quiet attention as 
she described ways they can 
help prevent another stu- 
dent from reaching the lev- 
els of pain and anger that 
may have inspired violence 
such as at Columbine. 

After quoting from the 
song "Dotf t Laugh at Me," 
Ekstrom brought some stu- 
dents on stage for a role- 
playing exercise. In a three- 
staged scenario, the stu- 
dents portrayed a bully, a 
victim, a bystander and, 
finally, a rescuer. 

She demonstrated that 
bullying is not necessarily 
about the use of physical 
force. Words can kill, or at 
least malm,, the spirit and 
self-esteem of young people. 

Palombi seventh-grader 
JennaVanderwall knows 
about this from both sides. 

"Spreading gossip and 
rumors can be more hurtful 
(than physical attacks)," she 
said. "I've done it. I'm not 
proud of it. And it's been 
done to me." 

Although Jenna said she 
has stepped up on behalf of 
friends, it is not an easy step 
to take 

"A lot of people feel 
uncomfortable about doing 
that," said Kam Hochbaum, 
She pointed out that some- 
times teens arc afraid to go 
to an adult because they 
think it will make the situa- 
tion worse. 

Young people also see 
physical and verbal abuse 
differently. Boys tend to be 
more physical, and less 
inclined to report third-per- 
son incidents. 

Drew Walters said he 
would be most inclined to 
report a potentially danger- 
ous situation if a weapon 
was involved. Generally, 
though, he, like most young 
teens, prefers to deal with 
problems on his own.

With the change of season and 
warmer weather comes the 
potential for severe weather. In an 
effort to ensure all residents are 
safe, the Antioch Rescue Squad is 
offering is providing Information 
to improve preparedness. 

Chief Wayne Sobczak said, 
"With tornado season upon us, it's 
important to have both an emer- 
gency kit ready and a plan." 

The rescue squad has com- 
piled a list of items to include in 
an emergency kit. They are as fol- 
lows: a flashlight with fresh and 
spare batteries; a battery-powered 
AM/FM radio; drinking water; 
emergency and family telephone 
numbers; a cell phone and spare 
battery in the event telephone 
service is interrupted; homeown- 
er's insurance information; and a 
first aid kit. 

Other items to consider keep- 
ing readily available include cash, 
clothing, food and medication. 
Sobczak said these would be help- 
ful if there was and extended out- 
age or extensive home damage. 

The rescue squad advises 
knowing where within the home 
is the safest place to be during 
severe weather. The basement 
tops the list, if there is one avail- 
able, followed by a bathroom or 
interior room or hallway. 

"Stay on the lowest level of 
your home, if possible," Sobczak 
said. "Stay away from windows 
and get under a sturdy table or 
piece of furniture, or a stairway." 

Covering oneself with a mat- 
tress or blanket is also recom- 
mended as protection from flying 
debris. 

Those who live in a mobile 
home arc advised to find an alter- 
native shelter. 

For those who arc on the road 
when a storm hits, the advice is 
to get out of the vehicle, and to 
stay away from bridges and over- 
passes. 

"People rarely are able to out- 
run a tornado," Sobczak said. "If 
you cannot locate a shelter, lay in 
a ditch and cover your head, neck 
and face from flying debris." 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
also offered a safety checklist for 
after the storm passes. The first 
piece of advice is to listen to local 



officials and emergency manage- 
ment personnel. 

Other items on the checklist 
are as follows: stay away from 
downed power lines; check on the 
elderly as well as pets and live- 
stock; check for gas leaks, turn off 
valves or notify authorities and 
evacuate the building; turn off the 
electricity if there are signs of 
sparks or damaged wiring; use a 
flashlight, not a candle, to check 
for damages; watch for falling 
debris and tree limbs; and take 
pictures of the damage for Insur- 
ance purposes. 

, Sobczak added, "The Antioch 
Rescue Squad suggests consider- 
ing a weather alerting radio, 
cither battery-powered or with a 
battery back-up. Remember, it is 
never too early to be prepared." 

Sobczak said there arc other 
good sources of information 
about tornado preparedness such 
as the American Red Cross, other 
local emergency services and the 
FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency),

The students were clear, however, on 
the difference between a common play- 
ground fight and bullying. 

"Boys sometimes get into fights with 
each other," Jcnna said.

Palombl administrators, teachers and 
staff know how hard it is for youngsters to 
tell adults about bullying, or other sensitive 
issues, such as a friend who might be suici- 
dal, or who is threatening to do damage to 
himself or others. 

In order to support students who want 
or need help, several programs arc in place. 

Lake VUla Police officer Mike Lill, in his 
position as School Resource Officer, has a 
small office at the end of a hall in the 
school. 

It is just accessibly enough for students 
to duck in between classes and just off the 



beaten track enough to allow discretion. 

"By the fifth and sixth grades,.we're try- 
ing to teach kids to deal with more situa- 
tions by themselves," he said. "But kids also 
have to know where the line is, If a friend is 
crying, at some point, you need to involve 
an adult." 

Lill explained (hat state law requires all 
schools to have an anti-bullying policy in 
place. Still, the biggest challenge is overcom- 
ing student resistance to dealing with adults. 

"Most kids don't think adults will handle 
the problem properly," Lill said. 

His open door policy and his relaxed 
manner with young people make him 
approachable to most students. 

"I talk to kids every day," he said. "Tills 
is my Fourth year In the school, and I know 
it's making a difference." 

In order to make it easier still for reti- 
cent teens to help friends in need, the 
school established an anonymous "tip line" 
at 847-245-0494. Lill said the line gets about 
a dozen calls a year.

amount of money being distributed for set- 
tlements stemming from medical liability 
lawsuits has gotten severely out of hand," she 
said. "Something needs to be done to prevent 
our health care availability crisis from turn- 
ing into a catastrophe." 

Osmond said there would be a panel dis- 
cussion about the third week in June in 
which representatives from the insurance 
industry, trial lawyers and physicians as well 
as three or four legislators would discuss 
possible solutions. 

"Everybody is going to have to give 
something," Osmond said. "The lawyers 
don't want caps (on settlements); the Insur- 
ance industry premium increases arc neces- 
sary to survive. It just goes round and 
round." 

Ideally, Osmond said she would tike to 
see medical, court and Insurance reform 
that includes the following: strengthening 



the state's disciplinary procedures for doc- 
tors and to allow for more sharing between 
regulatory boards; shielding physicians' per- 
sonal assets, immunity for oil-call emer- 
gency room doctors when they do not charge 
for their services and possible litigation that 
would encourage mediation and discourage 
lawsuits; reporting judgments and settle- 
ments to the Department of Insurance, allow 
settlements to pay over a lifetime and the 
creation of resource center that would assist 
physicians in comparison shopping for the 
best insurance prices. 

Osmond said she believes Illinois' health 
care system will fail without immediate 
action. 

"Legislation Is needed In order for our 
doctors to perform their duties effectively 
and not have to worry about subjecting 
themselves to frivolous lawsuits," Osmond 
said. "Imagine if you found out you were 
pregnant and had to wait four months to see 
a physician because they arc all leaving the 
state. Tills isn't the way It should be."

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A 'reality show' contestant 

takes a second look at herself, 

after the 'reveal'

If beauty is only skin-deep, what 
is under the skin of a woman 
who has had nearly a quarter- . 
million dollars worth of 
"enhancements," courtesy of a tele- 
vision show? 

Kathy Rickers, a 27-year-old 
Lake Villa woman, was one of the 17 
women selected to be transformed 
on "The Swan," a reality show that is 
a combination oTan "extreme' 1 
makeover and a beauty pageant 

During 12 weeks, the women 
were surgically sculpted, exercised, - 
dieted, dentally enhanced, coifed, 
costumed, made over and made up. 

Throughout the process, they 
were denied access to mirrors, so 
they did riot know what tiiey looked 
like until the final night,* and "the 
public "reveal" in front of a full-, 
length mirror. 

They were then presented, two 
at a time, to be Judged by their men- 
tors, including a plastic surgeon, a 
therapist and a "life coach," who 
decided which of the two would go 
on to compete in a beauty pageant, 
which will be broadcast on Fox net- 
work television on May 24. 

Rickers claims she was more 
interested in the makeover than the 
pageant, and said she had no regrets 
about either undergoing nearly 20 
cosmetic procedures, or about her 
de-selection from the pageant por- 
tion of the show, 

"At first, I thought everyone was 
going to go to the pageant, and I 
dreaded it," Rickers said. "Then I 
thought of the pageant as a chal- 
lenge. But it was never my goal." 

The Jack of enthusiasm for the 
pageant might have cost Rickers an" 
invitation to proceed to that level. 

"Some people think it was 
because I did not reach my goal 
weight," she said. "I had already 
gone from a size 16 to a size 9 before 
the show, and I am'now a size 4." 

At 5-foot-3-inches tall, Rickers' 
final weight of 130 pounds was 18 
less than when she began, several 
months before the show, but still 15 
over the goal she and the producers, 
set at the start of the process. 



"I think the goal was unrealistic," 
she said. "J reached a weight where I 
felt comfortable, and chose not to 
lose more. I didn't want to make 
myself sick." 

Rickers also noted that, while she 
Is pleased and satisfied with the 
results of the multiple surgeries and 
other cosmetic processes, she would 
not have opted to do so much on her 
own. 

"All I ever wanted was a hose 
job," she said. She described how, as 
a junior high school student in 
Kentucky, she had been tormented 
by her peers because of the size and 
shape of her nose. 

"THcre was one boy 1 had a crush 
on," she said; "One day, while we 
were changing classes, he passed out 
'witch* noses, and the oilier kids 
worc.them when 1 passed by." 

A few years later, Rickers' family 
moved to the Lake Villa area, where - 
she entered Antioch Community 
High School as a senior. 

"It was a chance to make a new 
start," she said. She made new 
friends, and did not experience the 
same problems as In the past 
However, she remained sensitive 
about her perceived flaw. 

Fox's makeover was a little more 
than Rickers bargained for. She did 
get the rhinoplasty she wanted, and 
she got a lot more. 

Rickers went through two rounds 
of surgery. Trie first round included a 
brow lift, the nose job, lip enhance- 
ment (surgical only, no collagen), 
cheek fat removal, chemical peel, 
"Fotofacial" (to remove skin imper- 
fections), laser hair removal and 
Lasik surgery (so she could see with- 
out eyeglasses). 

At that time, liposuction was 
done on Rickers' chin and flanks. The 
fat removed from her outer thighs 
was cleaned and injected under her. 
eyes to eliminate hollows that she 
thought made her look old. 

The second round of surgery 
included breast augmentation (with 
a nipple lift) and liposuction on her 
abdomen, Inner thighs and knees. 
Although the Fox web site states she 
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BEFORE

buttocks, she said she did not 

Dental work included 
bleaching, veneers and deep 
periodontal cleaning, leaving 
her with a very straight, very, 
very white smile. 

She was put on a 1,200- 
caloric diet, and went through 
120 hours of cardio and weight 
training. 

Although the first round of 
surgeries went well, after the 
second round, some swelling 
around the outside of the 
post-Uposuction pressure gar- 
ment was so painful that 
Rickers called her live-In 
boyfriend David Weber and 
told him she was "praying for 
death." . 

Before her reveal, profes- 
sional hairdressers, cosmeti- 
cians and dressers prepared ; 
her. 

"I told them 1 wanted some- 
thing different," she said "I 
wanted to stand out from the 
other girls." 

' Her hair was heavily streaked 
and enhanced with extensions 
that brought her chin-length bob 
to a shoulder-length mane. 

She was dressed in a gown with a 
"ragged" hem, a sparkly necklace, a 
waist-length leather "motorcycle" 
jacket and a pair of high boots with 
6-inch heels. 

"Yes, the boots were from 
Frederick's of Hollywood," she said. 
"It took four people to get me into. . 
them." 

Originally a 30C before her 
weight loss, saline implants and a 
nipple repositioning reset her to a 
36C • 

"There's still some swelling," 
she said, and noted that, although 
the procedure would not have been 
on her personal agenda, she was 
happy with the results. 

Rickers' boyfriend, Dave Weber, 
maintains that the show has had no 
impact on" the couple, except that 
they were drawn closer because of 
the three-month-long absence. 

, "I was first attracted to Kathy 
because of her personality," lie said, 
"1 see her now as I saw her before." 
She was always beautiful to me." 

Rickers said the change has 
brought her more confidence, 

"It wasn't just a cosmetic 
change," she said, "it was a whole life 
change." 

She believes the therapy and life 
coaching she received will help her 
move forward to do the things she 
wants to do. , 

Rickers, still attending college in , 
pursuit of a bachelor's degree, wants 
to get Into the fashion industry. 

Although Fox's "before" photos 
depict Rickers as plain and unfash- 
ionable, she said she has always been

True to form, history is repeating itself. The 
Pajama Game," which captivated Broadway 50 years 
ago, Is now getting the same reaction from audi- 
ences at (he Marriott Theatre In Lincolnshire, on 
whose stage the oft-produced musical comedy Is 
making— surprisingly— its very first appearance.

Pajama Factory. The employees arc pushing for a 
modest hourly raise to put the! r sal aries on a par with 
competitors, but a tight-fisted management Is 
staunchly resisting 

The musical is Tilled with snappy songs, romantic 
subplots and creative choreography whose roots go 
all the way back to Bob Fosse. And the musical 
numbers that populate "The Pajama Game" are clas- 
sics: "Hey, There," "Steam Heat" and "Hernando's 
Hideaway." What's more, they are all ingenuously 
framed around creative production scenes, from the 
dream-like "Jealousy Ballet" to the big finale Sleep- 
Tile social parade, for which the cast dons (What 
else?) pajamas. 

Brian 1 -lemon, a Marriott veteran, returns to play 
Sid Sorokin, a handsome, ambitious, fair-minded 
new superintendent at the plant who bucks heads 



with the charming leader of the union grievance 
committee, Babe Williams (Heidi Kettcuring), a 
potent adversary and eventual romantic Interest. 

Both are in fine form as actors and singers, 
Harriott's operatic tenor voice powerful and expres- 
sive as ever, nicely complementing Kctlcnring's 
sonorous tones. 

The pair duke It out during a work slowdown, 
though Sfd restores harmony by uncovering a confi- 
dential ledger that shows the company to be In bel- 
ter financial shape than everyone was led to believe. 

Good as they are, the leads aren't the whole 
show. Characters In lesser roles are standouts as well. 

Evan Pappas Incites laughter as Mines, the plat's 
production supervisor and dedicated time-study 
man who rallies the workroom crew In a big open- 
ing 

production number ("The Pajama Game"). His 
hobby as a trick knife thrower also causes a few rip- 
ples when he suspects his flaky girlfriend Gladys 
Hutchkiss (Rachel Rockwell, In a wonderful comic 
turn as executive assistant to the factory's owner) is 
no longer true to him. 

Alcnc Robertson could be charged with grand 
larceny for all the scenes she steals as Mabel, the 
loud-mouthed, soft-shoe shuffling bookkeeper. 
Meanwhile, Don Porston is his usual unflappable 
and funny self as the union's local president. 

"The Pajama Game" also owes a debt to Thomas 
M. Ryan for set design. Old Singer sewing machines, 
steam pouring from ceiling vents and a clocks with a 
mind of their own bring the factory floor to life. 
Nancy Mlsslml's costumes nicely capture the peri- 
od, and the lighting design by Diane Ferry Williams 
couldn't be better.

Her pre- "Swan! 1 driver's license photo 
shows a fairly attractive face not too different 
from her present "everyday" face. The most 
drastic difference in her appearance seems to 
be in the television studio's versions of 
"before" and "after," neither of which seem to 
match the contestant's dally reality— either 
before or after. 

Some psychologists arc concerned about 
the effects of unrealistic expectations raised by 
makeover shows. 

FJIIo Gross, a psychotherapist practicing in 
McHcnry and Like counties for the past 1G 
years, has treated hundreds of adolescents, 
including girls with concerns about body 
image. 

Gross Said die women who are drawn to 
makeover shows, and those who watch them, 
could be laboring under false assumptions. 

"The expectation that their lives will be 
transformed is unrealistic," she said. 

Moreover, Gross is concerned about the 
kind of women who self-select for this process. 

"I hope there is screening to see what the 



intendons of these women are," she said. 
"Issues such as depression, divorce and grief 
need to be Identified and resolved before 
hand." 

According to Fox publicist Michael Roach, 
there is some psychological screening before 
contestants are selected for any Fox reality 
show. Nevertheless, at least two of the contes- 
tants expressed a hope that the makeovers 
would help them heal from dicir husbands' 
infidelities. 

During the show, "life coaching" and psy- 
chotherapy arc provided. 

After the show, those who are considered 
to need follow-up care for their self-esteem 
Issues are referred to dierapists in or near their 
hometowns. 

Rickers said she was continuing to deal 
with her own issues, including die grief over her 
stepfather's death, seven years ago, that led to a 
gain in weight and a loss in enthusiasm for life. 

"During the 12 weeks, I had time to focus 
on myself," she said.

Tempers, gas 
prices, rising daily

As cities like Miami, New 
York, and Cleveland begin to 
reach 52 a gallon gas prices 
for the first time, Chicagoland 
-drivers pray to see the sub $2 
days once again. Those in 
Lake. County eclipsed the $2 
plateau nearly two weeks ago 
and have continued to watch 
prices soar, leaving many 
.pump goers asking why? 

"1 feel like we don't have 
much of a decision or a 
choice as far as what we are 
going to pay for gas, v said Eric 
Schultz who travels, from 
Chicago to Grayslake each 
day. "It just seems to come 
and go, you pay what you pay 
and what else can you do?" 

Seeing gas prices spike 
around the ' later spring 
months is not uncommon, 
however, as prices have risen 
in May and June by 10-30 
cents each of the past four 
years. The rise in price is due 
in large part to a switch in 
gasoline blends around tills 
time of year said John 
Graham, owner of several 



area Citgo Stations. 

"The EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency) regula- 
tions call for a switch to a 
summer blend of gasoline," 
Graham said. "It's n li u!e mo in- 
expensive, plus, during the 
transition the winter blend 
must be run down so inven- 
tory goes down and It 
becomes tough to catch back 
up. You're always going to see 
a spike in prices." 

Another factor to keep in 
mind is the fact that the 
Chicagoland area uses a spe- 
cial reformulated type of 
gasoline with ethanol Uiat is 
only used in California and 
other bigger cities like St. 
Louis and the New York/New 
" Jersey area. According to the 
United States Department of 
Energy's Web site, this type of 
gasoline has fewer suppliers 
leaving reformulated gas 
users more susceptible to 
price spikes.

"We got 2.8 inches of rain 
at McHenry, 4.0 inches in 
Woodstock and 1.15 inches 
on the Chain 0' Lakes," said 
Terry Burk, operating engi- 
neer with IDNR at the 
Stratton Lock & Dam. "The 
flood gates are open. 'Ibis Is 
the first high-water event we 
have had to test it.

water problems 

Another region is about to be put under the micro- 
scope of the Stormwater Management Commission. 
If past success is an indicator, a vast area of central 
Lake County will benefit with improved means of 
handling stormwater and controlling flooding. 

The Dull Creek and Bull's Brook subwatcrsheds arc going 
to be studied beginning in May for the purpose of preventing 
and reducing flood damage, improving water quality, protect- 
ing natural resources and identifying areas to be maintained 
for future open space for flood prevention, habitat enhance- 
ment, trail building, recreation and education. 

Bull Creek and Bull's Brook normally arc little more than 
trickles of water, but the watershed encompasses an area 
bounded by Mundclcin on the south, parts of Gurnce and 
Waukcgan on the cast, and Grayslakc and Rtc. 83 on the west. 
One distinctive area of the watershed familiar to passersby is 
Almond Marsh off Rtc. 120 (Bclvidcre Rd.) Rtc. 45 and 137 
and two railroads criss-cross the area. The watershed also is 
home to a large landfill operation. 

What's so important about attacking water management 
problems from a watershed perspective is that literally every- 
body and everything is involved. Plans to be developed will 
. involve four townships— Avon, Fremont, Ubcrtyvulc and ■ 
Warren— the villages of UbertyvHle, Mundeicin and _i 
Grayslakc, including park districts and departments, the 
County of Lake, the Forest Preserve District, Liberty Prairie 
Conservancy, private landowners and other stakeholders. 

Stormwater Management systematically is studying every 
watershed and subwatcrshed in the county. With all the enti- 
ties and agencies involved, chances for success arc high. As 
wc have opined in the past, Stormwater Management has a 
trail of success that would be well for other public agencies to 
follow.

The rub is that the district also would gain more stu- 
dents. 

Petitioning parents who ore residents of a boundary area in 
Vernon Hills cited convenience to the attendance center and 
better test scores and graduation rates at Vemon Hills High. 
Their reasons can be lumped together as a "socio-economic" 
argument dial rarely carries much weight with officialdom, 
especially the Lake County Regional Board of Education 
which has the final say so in boundary matters. 

Better the unhappy parents workout a tuition agreement 
for their offspring to attend the school of their choice. The 
detachment action is unusual because both schools sec the 
relocation of a handful of students as a losing proposition. 
Mundclcin would lose more than $200,000 In annual tax 
revenue, the equivalent of four teacher salaries. 

So the unhappy parents arc out in left field. Less Uian two 
dozen children arc involved. The boundary dispute is worth 
noting because in its broader context it sheds fight on a reality 
In the troubled world of education: Single family homes with 
children ore losing propositions when it conies to funding 
public schools. Officials of Dist. 128 are looking at a gift 
horse in die mouth and they arc saying "no thanks." For good 
reason.

Saving on gas costly business 



There's a game everyone 
plays these days. It's 
called "Saving at Uie 
Pump." Like die lottery or 
casino gambling, winning is tough. 
But people keep playing. 

Lightening up on the gasoline 
peddle might be the best advice of 
all. I plead guilty to being a tail- 
gater and jack-rabbit breaker. Not 
good. A writer said aggressive dri- 
ving can cut fuel consumption 33 
: percent on the highway and about 
rivcjpcrccn^Laroundlowiv So cas- 
ing up to stops and keeping proper 
distance on die highway will save a 
lot. Possibly up to more than $1 
per gallon, according to the writer, 
who wasn't using an 18-wheeler for 
transportation. 

Some of the advice being passed 
around about saving on fuel con- 
sumpdon is pretty loopy, to my way 
of thinking. Like downsizing your 
car or removing junk from the trunk 
to reduce weight. The trade-offs 
cancel out savings and safety. 
Same thing is tnie about tire infla- 
tion. Over inflation can reduce 
gasoline consumption a bit, but die 
invitation to extra tire wear is a 
factor. 

One great suggestion these days 
(to my way of diinking) is avoid 
costlier high octane gas unless 
specified. Better mileage with 
additives is baloney or greatly exag- 
gerated. As an old-time filling sta- 
tion operator once told me, "It all 
comes out of the same tank." 

Sensible advice for saving Is 
shop, shop, shop for the lowest 
price. Your most convenient fill-up 
spot isn't likely to be the lowest 
around. Maybe just the opposite. 
Jewel and Dominick's have been 
making a lot of friends lately with 
discounted gasoline when you 
shop. But save the praise. They 
make up for it by over-pricing your 
groceries. 

The bottom line is that you can 
save on the cost of gasoline. But is 
die price worth it?

Keep hands off 

In die waning hours of the spring session 
last year, the legislature approved most of the 
elements of the governor's budget, which 
Included a provision allowing the governor to 
take money from a private clean energy fund. 

So far the governor has not been success- 
ful in his efforts to get his hands on $125 mil- 
lion belonging to the Illinois Clean Energy 
Community Foundation Trust Fund. This 
fund was set up shortly after electric deregula- 
tion in 1999. ComEd put $250 million into this 
fund for the purpose of helping schools, 
libraries and local governments develop better 
energy efficiency in dielr buildings.

It should also be noted that diis is a pri- 
vate fund. Taking this money would set a terri- 
ble precedent. No private fund with even 
remote Ues to State government would be 
safe. 

The governor had an opportunity last year 
to do the right thing and leave the Illinois 
Clean Energy community FoundaUon Trust 
Fund alone. Now he has been given another 
chance. Let's hope he takes it and decides 
.against appealing the federal judge's decision.

Because I am here to tell you that I 
hove a kid who is Just a Jitterbug. We hod 
to put him on medication because the 
teacher was al I over us about It, but we 
are not happy about doing It We havent 
noticed much in the way of all the symp- 
toms going away, but we have noticed a 
real dulling of his personality and that 
not only scares us but also makes us feel 
very guilty. I would rather have scraped 
my skin off than put my child on medica- 
tion, but I didn't know what to do. V.F. 

Hi V.F. and the little jitterbug! 

Please do not scrape your skin off yet, 
because 1 do have some positive things to tell 
you. The answer is, in my opinion, that there 
arc definitely ways to make the symptoms of 
distractibility go away that do not necessarily 
involve medication. But first, you have to let 
yourself off the hook. I have lots of parents 
come in to see me who feel exactly like you are 
feeling. The guilt is pervasive when a parent 
has to make a decision like this and most par- 
ents really labor over that decision. 

As I said, many parents come in to see me 
when their child is on medication for dis- • 
tractibility. Through working with behavior 
and processing, I teach parents how to effec- 
tively respond to their child's actions and 
change unwanted behavior and I teach kids 
how to attend and not give in to impulsiveness. 
Those who do what I ask them to do have been 
able to choose to wean their children off of the 
medication and tficn to live a drug free life 
widiout all die distractibility. The key here is 
that I teach parents and teachers how to get 
kids to control their own bcliaviors and choic- 
es without needing the medication. In other 
words, I teach self-control which is extremely 
important for any chlld.s future. 1 have seen it 
work lots of times, but die key is really that par- 
ents have to follow the letter of what I tell tljcm

to do. There is really no magic about it. 

Now to answer your other questions, It is 
not that I believe that no child is distractible. 1 
have worked with enough distractible kids to 
know that many kids do have trouble with 
impulse control and distractibility. I believe 
that the symptoms that make up ADD do exist 
In force out there. Too much force. And In a 
minute I will explain why I think that is hap- 
pening and what to do about it What I do not 
believe in and what I take exception with is 
medication as a first line of intervention. I am a 
strong believer that except for life threatening, 
last-resort, medication should not be the "be- 
all end-all" for behavioral problems. 

I believe that most distractibility is about a 
lack of training for children in how to control 
themselves. Self-control is imperative to live a 
happy and secure life. Without self-control life 
can be very hard to navigate. Due to this lack of 
self-control, we have astronomical numbers of 
children on medicine for distractibility. I think 
that is a huge problem. I believe that the kids 
who arc being diagnosed with ADD need 
something else besides medication. 

I believe that I can identify why there Is 
such a huge increase in kids who arc being 
labeled as having distractibility problems. The 
problem is two-fold. Before I mention them, 
you need to know my blamedoes not go to 
parents. My blame on this goes to die last sev- 
eral decades of behavioral information thathas 
taught parents really bad lessons. Parents want 
to do the best for their kids, so they listen to 
that information. Unfortunately in the last sev- 
eral decades most of the advice has been 
severely lacking in good judgment The Gret

problem I sec is one of ignoring. Many sources 
of information, in the last several decades, have 
suggested strongly that parents ignore bad 
behavior so it will go away. Never in my entire 
professional career and personal life have I ever 
seen a child stop misbehaving because an adult 
Ignored the behavior. Usually, the child just 
becomes louder and more irritating to get the 
attention of the adult better. The kid somehow 
thinks you didn't hear it, so he or she makes it 
more noticeable. You have all witnessed this. 
This is the kid in die grocery store who didn't 
get what he wanted and now Is pulling things 
off the shelves and screaming as loud as he can, 
while his mom is just going about her business 
as quickly as possible, feeling mortified, but try- 
ing hard to ignore because It's what the latest, 
book told her to do. Or, it can be the kid who is 
in the post office with mommy and mommy 
isn,t paying attention, so he starts to bang on 
the metal display case in the center of the post 
office. The more she ignores; the louder the 
banging gets (these are real life situations that 
we got to witness, by the way.) Here is the 
problem with Ignoring, by ignoring, you are not 
extinguishing the behavior. Instead, you are 
giving your child a strong message that being 
out of control will not be stopped by anyone. 
That he or she can do whatever he or she feels 
like at any time without restraint That is where, 
I believe, distractibility begins. So, if we are 
ignoring this behavior when the child is 3, why 
docs the same behavior become a problem 
when the child is 6 and in school, just because 
we are not ignoring it anymore. Nothing has 
changed within the child, but now we look 
back at when he was 3 and say the medical dis- 
tractibility must have been there even then 
because we remember the banging at the post 
office. Untrue to the maximum. The problem 
was in the ignoring. The child never learned 
that it wasn.t o.k. to do that. If he would have 
been taught how to do it right at 3, maybe now 
at 6 he'd have the self-control and be able to do 
it on his own. Out of control obnoxious behav- 
ior grows l£practlccd and not stopped. The 
more it is done, the more it becomes habit. 
There is a most definite way to stop that kind of 
behavior in it's tracks immediately and make it 
go away for good. I train parents everyday how 
to do that. Ignoring is never a part of it. So, this 
is where symptoms of distractibility begin, but 
it is most certainly not where it ends. 

How do I know there is another way to get 
kids to attend without taking the drugs? I have 
worked widi plenty of jitterbugs just like yours. 
Through teaching parents and teachers how to 
. respond correctly to it and by teaching kids that 
tiicre is an effective response to their actions, I 
have seen more self-control develop in the kids 
I work with than even I expected to sec. Self- 
control that will last throughout their lives. That 
won't be a temporary fix. Lessons they will 
cherish and not forget. I have seen kids who 
come in at the beginning, accused of being 
uncontrollable and unable to sit still for 3 sec- 
onds, learn to be able to sit bone still, with 
nothing to do, white colorful toys are sitting on 
a desk 6 inches from them, even while adults 
are talking about boring tilings right in front of 
them, for periods of 25 minutes and longer. 
This is without medication. If I am helping 
that happen over and over again based on 
what I am teaching people to do, how can 
I possibly believe that there arc any kids 
out there who need only medication to 
get well? 

Here is my second biggest fear. You 
mentioned, the 'dulling' of personality. I 
have also seen that as a side effect of the 
medication. It scares me because I 
believe that while these kids are being 
dulled, they are also not learning any- 
thing new to actually change the behav- 
iors. We know from watching all the drug 
commercials that they all have side - 
effects. I would rather permanently 
change the behaviors through learning 
and practice than stop the symptoms. I'm 
sure you would too!

me, using lhal guideline. Although I UkhiUI ulmli thai 1 wax 
originally olTcnUcd when I was lolil to "Keep It Simple Stupid," 
I had much to leam about simplicity at thai stage of my life. 

A lob search U no different. There are no magic formulae. 
Only diligence, organUadon and humitlty will get the job. The 
process Is simple; let > uivtstlgaic it 

Preparation — Create a standard resume and cowr letter. 
Start a notebook (ddtcr handwritten or electronic forms will 
work.) Use one page for every employer. Keep all pertinent 
Information for the potential employer on that page. Start an 
Interview notelmok, and keep < motions to expert In an Inter- 
view In dial notebook, along with good answers to those <]u«- 
Itons. Also, keep Hie names and addresses of prior employers, 
references etc. Contact references and friends to let (linn know 
that the Jot) search is starting. Finally, keep a checklist of 
preparations for Interviews. 

Strategy - Identify llic best |oh or die next career step. Then 
create a strategy on how to get dial Job. Will that |ob require 
more education? Will It require relocation? Is It better lo send 
out many resumes or a few specifically targeted resumes? All of 
these questions should be answered In the strategy. 

Execute • Implement that strategy. Mall resumes and cover let- 
ters. Follow each resume with a telephone call m check on the- 
status of the resume review and lo schedule an Interview, Set 
up Informational Interviews If dial Is a part of lite strategy. 
Discuss the strategy wldi every reliable person dial will listen.
